To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $600.  for  the  support  of  the  Weeks  Public 
Library. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $350.  for  the  care  of  parks  and  repairs  of 
summer  house. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
economical  advancement  of  the  town  through  publicity 
and  promotional  services  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  De- 
velopment Association  in  cooperation  with  other  regional 
communities,  the  sum  of  $97. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $800,  for  the  purchase  of  2^  inch  hose 
to  be  used  by  the  Fire  Department. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $200.  for  Civilian  Defense  purposes. 
This  monej^  to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  Civil- 
ian Defense  Director  and  the  Selectmen. 

14.  To  see  if  (because  of  new  and  expanding  indus- 
tries, the  jet  bomber  base,  increasing  population),  the 
town  will  join  with  other  towns  in  the  area  in  instructing 
its  representative  to  the  General  Court  to  call  for  a  State 
water  pollution  commission  study  program  within  the 
Piscataqua  River  Basin. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  section  k  of 
paragraph  6  of  the  Building  Regulations  of  the  Town  of 
Greenland  to  read  as  follows: 

k.  Minimum  building  area.  Every  dwelling  unit  to  be 
used  by  a  single  family  shall  have  a  minimum  ground 
floor  area  of  six  hundred  square  feet. 

(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
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16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  IV, 
paragraph  9  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  to  read  as  follows : 

9.  Each  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  at  least  100  feet 
and  shall  have  a  total  area  of  not  less  than  10,000  square 
feet. 

(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  IV, 
paragraph  G  of  the  Sub-division  Regulations  to  read  as 
follows : 

G.  There  shall  be  adequate  width  and  area  on  every 
lot  after  the  erection  of  a  residence.  Every  building  shall 
be  set  back  from  the  front  property  line  not  less  than  30 
feet,  or  at  such  distance  as  shall  conform  with  the  exist- 
ing building  line  of  dwellings  within  500  feet  on  either 
side,  and  all  dwellings  shall  be  set  back  at  least  10  feet 
from  the  side  lot  lines.  No  buildings  shall  be  erected  so  as 
to  cover  more  than  75  percent  of  the  lot.  Building  lots 
shall  have  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  100  feet  and  a  total 
area  of  not  less  than  10,000  square  feet. 

(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

Having  come  to  the  library  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
we  have  had  to  get  acquainted  with  the  work  all  over 
again. 

We  lean  heavily  on  Concord  State  Library,  that  boon 
to  small  libraries.  They  supply  us  with  books  perhaps  too 
expensive  for  us  or  that  only  a  few  would  read.  They  are 
also  helpful  in  filling  our  requests  for  special  books  asked 
for  now  and  then. 

Our  friends  still  bring  magazines  which  are  much  ap- 
preciated. 

We  are  slowly  collecting  a  selection  of  books  for  our 
teenagers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire  Department  answered 
a  total  of  20  calls  during  the  year  of  1954.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 7  were  requests  for  assistance  from  neighboring 
towns  under  the  mutual  aid  system. 

Of  the  fires  occurring  in  Greenland,  the  most  serious 
were  those  at  ''Cold  Spring  Farm"  on  January  21,  1954 
and  Roy  Chisholm's  on  January  26,  1954.  The  balance  of 
Greenland  calls  received  were  for  chimney  and  grass 
fires. 

Further  improvements  made  by  the  department  dur- 
ing the  year  were  the  replacing  of  the  front  and  rear 
springs  on  the  tank  truck,  overhauling  of  the  front  and 
rear  springs  of  the  tank  truck,  overhauling  and  testing- 
of  old  hose,  purchase  of  a  fog  nozzle  and  adapter  for 
booster  lines,  procurement  of  a  20  foot  roof  ladder,  and 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  battery  charger  at  the 
fire  station. 

The  department  also  purchased  a  smaller  truck  from 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  earlier  in  the  year.  This  is  used  for 
chimney  and  grass  fires  and  as  a  hose  wagon. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  various  organizations  who 
have  helped  us  during  the  past  year,  the  many  individ- 
uals who  have  donated  to  our  department,  and  the  towns- 
people of  Greenland  for  their  generous  support  of  our 
various  activities. 

Thanks  also  to  our  Auxiliary  for  the  time  and  effort 
that  they  have  expended  in  securing  material  for  the 
eventual  completion  of  the  upstairs  at  the  Fire  Station.

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250th    Anniversary    Celebration 

A  town  report  for  1954  would  not  be  complete  without 
an  account  of  the  anniversary  celebration  held  on  August 
21,  1954.  The  town  seal  bears  the  date  1704  and  although 
there  is  some  controversial  material  on  the  subject,  con- 
sultation with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Director  of 
the  N.  H.  Historical  Society  established  that  date  to  be 
as  nearly  authentic  as  possible. 

As  a  result  of  the  research  which  Mr.  Elmer  Hunt,  Di- 
rector of  the  Historical  Society  did  in  establishing  the 
date  of  the  town,  a  most  interesting  publication  was  is- 
sued by  the  Society  last  September  entitled ;  "When  New 
Hampshire's  Greenland  was  Established  under  Queen 
Anne  in  1704,"  Some  of  his  research  material  was  sent 
to  the  committee  early  in  the  summer  and  the  following 
account  was  written  for  use  on  the  souvenir  programs. 

The  establishment  of  Greenland  as  a  New  Hampshire 
parish  in  1704,  250  years  ago,  is  important  as  it  seems  to 
be  the  earliest  of  a  long  list  of  such  separations  into  new 
towns  which  followed  in  the  history  of  this  state. 

The  first  in  a  series  of  petitions  which  resulted  in  the 
complete  separation  of  Greenland  from  Portsmouth  was 
presented  to  Gov.  Joseph  Dudley,  Esq.,  one  year  after  the 
establishment  of  the  town. 

There  are  several  theories  as  to  where  the  name  of 
Greenland  originated  but  the  most  popular  one  is  that  it 
was  the  name  of  the  estate  of  the  Champernowne  family 
in  England.  It  was  to  Capt.  Francis  Champernowne  that 
most  of  the  land  we  know  as  Greenland  was  granted  by 
the  King  of  England.  Champernowne  sold  parts  of  this 
land  to  Samuel  Haines  who  came  up  the  Bay  with  a  party 
of  friends,  landing  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  known 
as  Tide  Mill  Road.  Among  these  friends  was  Samuel 
Weeks  whose  son  Leonard  built  the  Brick  House.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  Leonard  Weeks'  wife  was  one  of 
Haines'  daughters. 
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The  famous  old  Brick  House,  built  in  the  late  1600's,  is 
known  all  over  New  England  and  the  northeast  because  it 
is  the  oldest  brick  house  in  New  Hampshire  and  one  of 
the  oldest  in  New  England.  Clay  for  the  bricks  of  which 
it  was  built  was  found  in  Greenland  and  the  bricks  were 
made  nearby.  For  ten  generations  it  has  been  constant- 
ly occupied  by  the  Weeks  family. 

At  the  town  meeting  in  March,  1954,  the  town  voted 
the  sum  of  $500.  with  which  to  celebrate  this  event  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen.  A  committee  of  people 
representing  the  various  organizations  of  the  town 
planned  and  carried  out  the  following  program.  The  most 
outstanding  characteristic  being  the  complete  coopera- 
tion of  every  one  concerned  resulting  in  a  perf  oiimance  of 
which  the  whole  town  can  be  proud.

To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1954-1955  opened  with  the  following 
personnel : 

Mr.  Richard  Draper,  principal  and  teacher  of  Grades 

7-8. 

Mrs.  Marion  Kenison,  teacher  of  Grades  5-6. 

Mrs,  Lillian  Hodges,  teacher  of  Grades  3-4. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney,  teacher  of  Grades  1-2. 

Miss  Mabel  Thaxter,  teacher  of  Home  Economics. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  Music. 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse. 

Mr.  John  Thern,  teacher  of  Handwriting 

This  is  the  same  staff  of  teachers  that  the  district  had 
last  year  and  I  believe  it  is  working  diligently  to  provide 
good  education  for  the  youth  of  the  town.  The  results  of 
the  achievement  tests  which  are  given  each  year  indicate 
that  a  great  majority  of  the  children  are  well  above  the 
national  average  in  accomplishment  a  fact  which  speaks 
well  for  the  training  which  is  being  received. 

The  Rinehart  Handwriting  System  is  a  part  of  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  school  again  this  year  and  the  improve- 
ment in  the  general  handwriting  is  easily  noted. 

The  hot  lunch  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Laura  Allen  and  her  assistants  is  having  a  very  success- 
ful year  as  is  evidenced  by  the  increased  number  of  stu- 
dents who  are  participating  in  it.  One  day  recently  as  I 
visited  the  school  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty  two 
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out  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  pupils  present  on 
that  day  who  were  having  hot  lunch. 

Mr.  J.  Adams  deRochemont  continues  his  good  work  as 
custodian  of  the  building. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  actively  interested 
in  the  program  of  the  school  and  it  contributes  in  many 
ways  to  the  success  of  several  activities. 

The  amount  of  State  Aid  received  by  the  Greenland 
School  District  for  1953-1954  was  $6,870.35.  In  Federal 
Aid,  the  district  received  $4,245.39  for  last  year  and  ap- 
plication has  been  made  for  the  present  year.  The  law 
has  been  changed  so  that  from  now  on  the  amount  of  Fed- 
eral Aid  which  a  district  will  receive  is  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  parents  of  school  children  who  worked  on  federal 
property  during  the  preceding  year.  This  will  enable  a 
district  to  know  in  advance  the  amount  of  money  which 
it  will  receive  for  any  given  year. 

The  greatest  problem  facing  the  school  district  is  that 
of  enrollment.  This  year  it  has  been  a  border  line  situa- 
tion as  far  as  providing  an  additional  classroom  and  an- 
other teacher  is  concerned.  In  Mr.  Draper's  room,  there 
has  been  an  enrollment  of  thirty  nine  for  most  of  the 
year  to  date  while  in  each  of  the  other  three  rooms  there 
have  been  about  thirty  five  students  in  attendance.  It  is 
obvious  that  each  room  is  now  filled  to  capacity  and  any 
influx  of  new  students  would  create  a  serious  problem. 

For  this  reason  and  because  it  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  know  too  far  in  advance  what  impact  the  district  may 
receive  when  the  Airbase  is  set  up  on  a  full  personnel 
basis,  I  strongly  recommend  that  plans  for  an  addition  to 
the  building  be  formulated  within  the  near  future.  Then 
there  would  be  a  minimum  of  inconvenient  delay  when 
and  if  the  impact  comes. 

The  immediate  problem  seems  to  be  the  enrollment 
in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  room  for  next  year 
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where,  according  to  present  figures,  there  will  be  forty- 
three  students. 

I  would  like  to  mention  a  few  of  the  many  bills  dealing 
with  education  which  are  being  presented  to  this  session 
of  the  state  legislature  for  action. 

One  bill  would  reimburse  each  school  district  about 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  school  transportation  for  all 
students  up  to  sixteen  years  of  age.  Another  bill  deals 
with  school  building  construction  aid  and  would  refund 
to  any  district  which  finds  it  necessary  to  build  about 
twenty  five  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  construction.  This 
is  similar  to  laws  which  Veitnont  and  Maine  now  have. 

Other  bills  would  provide  increased  amounts  of  equali- 
zation state  aid  as  well  as  a  flat  grant  aid  which  would 
pay  to  each  district  a  state  amount  for  each  pupil  enrolled 
in  school. 

The  above  bills  are  all  plans  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the 
property  tax  payer. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which  fol- 
low. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  continued  sup- 
port and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Greenland  School  Board : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  for  the  second  time  my 
annual  report  to  the  Greenland  School  Board  and  the  peo- 
ple of  Greenland. 

The  teaching  staff  this  year  remains  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year.  All  of  the  teachers  are,  as  always,  doing  their 
best  to  give  your  children  the  education  needed  to  get 
along  in  the  world  of  today  and  in  their  community. 

Our  excellent  custodian,  Adams  deRochemont,  contin- 
ues to  maintain  the  physical  plant  in  top  condition.  His 
efforts  and  interest  in  the  building  are  more  than  appre- 
ciated by  his  associates. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  being  carried  on  with  Mrs. 
Laura  Allen  as  dietician.  Mothers  are  present  to  help 
Mrs.  Allen  daily,  arrangements  for  same  being  made  by 
the  Parent  Teacher  Association. 

Miss  Mabel  Thaxter  continues  her  fine  work  with  the 
7th  and  8th  grade  girls  in  Home  Economics.  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Manual  Training  are  offered  to  boys  in 
Grades  7  and  8.  The  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting 
System  is  again  being  used  in  all  grades. 

A  supply  of  films  for  classroom  use  is  assured  by  the 
Parent  Teacher  Association,  through  membership  in  the 
film  club  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  PTA  for  its 
valuable  aid  to  the  school.  The  staff  of  the  school  appre-^ 
ciates  greatly  all  that  is  done  for  the  school  by  this 
group. 

The  enrollment  this  year  has  increased  over  that  of 
last  year,  our  population  now  being  141.  In  contrast  to 
last  year,  the  increase  is  now  to  be  found  in  all  grades* 
There  seem  to  be  no  indications  that  the  enrollment  will 
decrease  this  year  or  in  future  years. 
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Activities  of  the  year  so  far  have  been:  holiday  par- 
ties, the  annual  Christimas  program,  fall  baseball,  and 
intramural  sports.  A  field  trip  for  Grades  7  and  8  to  Bos- 
ton was  held  early  in  the  fall.  The  pupils  visited  Logan 
International  Airport,  the  U.  S.  Frigate  Constitution,  and 
the  Boston  Science  Park.  All  those  who  took  part,  parents 
and  pupils  alike,  all  agreed  that  this  trip  was  most  worth- 
while. Planned  for  the  year  are:  School  parties,  7th  and 
8th  grade  play,  possibly  one  other  field  trip,  Baccalaur- 
eate and  Graduation  exercises,  and  class  picnics  in  June. 

Innovations  introduced  this  year  are:  a  Monday  eve- 
ning conference  period  with  the  principal  for  any  parents 
desiring  the  same,  and  a  7th  and  8th  grade  Parents  Club 
for  the  purpose  of  better  understanding  and  cooperation 
between  parents,  pupil  and  school.  Results  of  these  have 
been  very  satisfactory. 

Education  Week  was  observed  by  an  Open  House,  dur- 
ing which  many  parents  took  the  opportunity  to  talk 
with  teachers  about  their  children. 

Superintendent  Raymond  Hoyt  continues  to  give  us 
much  of  his  time  and  help  in  all  school  matters.  The 
teachers  of  the  school  greatly  appreciate  his  assistance. 

The  townspeople  and  School  Board,  through  their  hard 
work  and  interest  in  the  school,  continue  to  provide 
Greenland  with  one  of  the  finest  schools  in  the  area. 
Without  this  invaluable  help,  we  here  at  the  school  would 
be  hard  pressed  to  do  our  jobs  adequately.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Last  year,  at  the  end  of  my  annual  report,  I  urged  that 
the  services  of  a  school  physician  be  obtained.  This  year, 
I  am  placing-  this  need  at  the  beginning  of  the  report.  En- 
rollment has  Increased,  and  the  future  seems  to  indicate 
an  ever  increasing  number  of  children  added  to  the  list. 
Early  discovery  of  physical  defects,  followed  by  correc- 
tive measures,  is  of  tremendous  benefit  both  to  the  child 
and  the  community  in  which  he  will  live  and  work.  You 
are  large  enough  to  have  such  a  program  and  it  need  not 
be  insurmountable  financially.  Greenland  is  one  of  two 
schools  now  in  the  Union  that  have  as  yet,  no  plans  for 
physical  examinations. 

This  year  more  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  par- 
ents in  dental  care  and  corrective  work  has  been  done 
in  several  cases,  but  there  is  still  a  great  deal  left  to  be 
done.  I  would  like  to  suggest  once  again  that  a  dental 
clinic  be  organized  and  financed  with  local  and  state 
funds.  However,  the  first  step  should  be  a  physical  check- 
up in  the  school  through  which  dental  and  other  physical 
needs  would  be  highlighted. 

During  the  year  about  90  percent  of  all  the  children 
were  given  the  Patch  Test  for  T.B.  No  active  cases  were 
found. 

The  lower  grade  children  have  been  hardest  hit  with 
communicable  diseases,  but  not  unduly  in  relation  to  sur- 
rounding towns. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  the  teachers  and  par- 
ents for  their  cooperation  which  has  been  given  whole- 
heartedly.
